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First major attack 


against Saigon 


begins with shelling 


SAIGON (U P I) - Communist forces 
shelled an oil storage area less than 
eight miles from the center of Saigon 
early today in the first major attack on 
the capital since start of their offensive. 
By late today they had shifted the 
thrust of their offensive around Saigon 
to the populous Mekong Delta. 
M ilitary 
sources said 
the 
North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong carried out 
more than 100 attacks in six provinces 
of the delta They reported at least 113 
shellings and 19 ground assaults. Several 
roads were cut and Communist units 
sank a ferry carrying m ilitary vehicles 
into Vi Thanh, 98 miles southwest of 
Saigon. 
The South Vietnamese command said 
at least 60 mortar rounds slammed into 
Nha Be, only six miles southeast of 
Saigon, early today in an attempt to hit 
'Operation 
baby lift' 


the country's main fuel dump 
Six 
persons were wounded but no major 
damage was reported in the first major 
attack near the capital of the current 
offensive, officials said. 
M ilitary sources said a U.S. 7th Fleet 
task force including two guided missile 
cruisers, an aircraft carrier and escort 
vessels was in position 50 to 60 miles off 
the coast. The ships could be used to 
evacuate Americans from Saigon if an 
all-out attack were launched against the 
capital. 
The sources said four of the vessels 
were amphibious ships with helicopters 
and U.S. Marines aboard. 
South Vietnamese officials at midday 
today said they were calling an end to 
the Operation Babylift flights out of the 
country for war orphans but later in the 
day said mercy missions would be 


allowed to continue Several planes ar­

sure from the United States and other 
countries where the orphans of war are 
being welcomed into new homes. 
The §aigon government said it would 
permit more of the estimated 18,000 
homeless children to leave if they are 
assured adoption. The announcement 
was made only hours after “ Operation 
Babylift’’ agencies said the emigration 
of babies was cut off after about 1,400 
had been flown out, 900 of them to the 
United States. 
During the weekend, flights arrived in 
San Francisco, Seattle, Travis Air 
Force Base and Vancouver, B.C. Forty

were 
hospitalized immediately with various 
ailments. The rest were taken to 
reception centers or turned over to their 
new parents. 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (U P I) - 
President Ford called today for a firm 
American commitment to help orphans 
and other civilian victims in South 
Vietnam. He did not call for m ilitary 
aid. 
In an address prepared for delivery to 
the 
N atio n al 
A sso ciatio n 
of 
Broadcasters in Las Vegas, Nev., and 
released here, the President for the 
third speech in a row omitted calling for 
even the $300 million in emergency 
m ilitary aid for Saigon he earlier 
labeled as urgent. 


“ I am now preparing a report on 
international policy which I w ill present 
before a joint session of the Congress on 
Thursday. We are re-evaluating our 
foreign policy. I will not go into details 
today. 
“ But I will certainly put high on my 
agenda a firm American commitment to 
provide humanitarian aid to the helpless 
civilian victims — including orphaned 


children —of the war in Vietnam,’’ Ford 
said. 
Ford was ending his nine-day work 
and play holiday in California, leaving 
his Palm Springs resort for the Las 
Vegas appearance He planned to return 
to Washington tonight. 
He was scheduled to deliver the 
speech at 4 .45 p.m. EDT. 
The President in his Las Vegas speech 
omitted mention of the arms aid. Only in 
a San Diego news conference before the 
three speeches did Ford call for the $300 
million aid proposal and say he might 
even ask for more. 
As in other speeches, Ford also 
stressed: 
—Congress must not spend beyond the 
level of 'a $60 billion budget deficit “ If 
there is runaway spending by the 
government, we w ill again be caught lip 
in a destructive inflationary spiral. ” 
—The $24 billion tax cut was needed, 
but too little was done for the middle 
class.

PHNOM PENH (U P I) - Communist- 
led rebels have punched gaps in the 
Cambodian army’s defense lines and are 
now within four miles of the capital’s 
lifeline airport, just close enough to fire 
heavy mortars, m ilitary sources said 
today. 
Cambodian 
Prime 
Minister Long 
Boret, who vowed to return to Phnom 
Penh today from neighboring Thailand, 
called for negotiations with the rebels to 
end the five-year-old Cambodian war in 
the wake of President Lon Nol’s 
departure. 
Political sources said officials of the 
caretaker government in Phnom Penh 
decided at a meeting Sunday not to 
surrender the city to the Communists. 
The sources said Acting President Sau 
Khamkoy, Deputy Prim e Minister Hang 
Thun Hak and other senior officials 
discussed surrender but decided instead 


to work for unity among m ilitary and 
civilian leaders. 
Long Boret, who is himself on the 
rebels’ “ death list’’ of government 
officials marked for execution if and 
when Phnom Penh falls, said in Bangkok 
Sunday the war w ill continue if the 
insurgents won’t negotiate. 
“ We w ill not collapse,’’ Boret said. 
The m ilitary sources in Phnom Penh 
said the insurgents have been within 
four miles —extreme range for heavy 
mortars —northwest of Pochentong 
airfield since Saturday and increased 
their attacks in the area Sunday. 
“ There are gaps and penetration 
points on some areas of this line,” said 
one official source. 
The airport has been the only means of 
supplying the encircled capital with 
food, fuel and ammunition for the past 
63 days.

WASHINGTON (U P I) — The weekend 
launch failure of a Russian Soyuz 
spaceship raised new questions today 
about the Soviets’ ability to meet the 
July 15 date for the launch of another 
Soyuz to meet an American Apollo in 
orbit. 
U. S. space officials had not heard 
from their Russian counterparts about 
the nature of the rocket failure, and it 
was not known whether the problem 
would require rocket modifications that 
might delay Russian preparations for 
the joint flight. 
The matter was expected to come up 
Tuesday when the technical directors 
for both sides, Glynn S. Lunney in 
Houston and Konstantin D. Bushuyev in 
Moscow, discuss project preparations 
during a regular weekly telephone call. 
The American astronauts preparing 
for the flight are scheduled to fly to 
Russia next week for their final training 
session with the cosmonauts they will 
meet in space. During that visit, the 


Americans will inspect the Russian 
Soyuz and its rocket for the first time at 
the Baikonur launch site.

cosmonauts Vasily Lazarev and Oleg 
Makarov was aborted when the third 
stage of their workhorse rocket deviated 
from its planned operation.

A spokesman for the Energy Research 
and Development Administration said 
Sunday that on Easter weekend, nuclear 
technicians flew to Dalat, 150 miles 
northeast of Saigon, and removed the 
fuel rods. The Pentagon said it was a 
250-kilowatt power reactor built in the 
1960s A State Department spokesman 
said it was “ for medical research ” 
The team was dispatched when the 
South 
Vietnamese 
retreat 
began, 
Pentagon sources said. The fuel is 
considered the most sensitive item in 
South Vietnam. “ We went after that 
immediately when we saw what was 
happening in the fighting,” one source 
said. The fuel was taken to Johnston 
Island, a U.S. possession in the Pacific.

surrounded 
by 


Communist troops. 
Sources said the reactor was operated 
under strict U.S. controls to prevent 
Saigon from diverting the byproducts of 
the nuclear fuel which could be used in 
building an atomic bomb.

from $600 million to $1 billion has been 
lost in the South Vietnamese retreat.

District Attorney David Minier 
and confirming offers of jobs 
was a factor in the decision of 
prison authorities for early 
release. 
Navarro entered the men’s 
facility at Chino a year ago last 
Nov. 27 after sentence by Judge 
John A Westwick. 
He appeared a broken man at 
t h a t 
t i m e , 
s obbi ng 
u n c o n t r o l l a b l y 
in 
the 
courtroom after sentence. 
But now with less than five 
months served, he appears a 
different man, according to 
close friends who have seen 
and talked with him. He has 
endeavored to give aid to other 
prisoners — some from Santa 
Barbara — and has been at 
work as a maintenance man at 
the state facility. 
There is a chance Navarro 
may be back in his home 
cmnmunity — at least for 
weekends — sometime late this 
summer, if he is granted a 
place in the work furlough 
program.

aid. 
Committees in both House 
and Senate have passed meas­ 
ures containing military and 
economic assistance. 
President Ford is going to 
discuss the situation in his 
speech to a joint session of 
Congress Thursday and proba­ 
bly will make a direct appeal. 


In a speech prepared for 
delivery in Las Vegas, Nev., 
today, 
Ford urged a firm 
American commitment to help 
orphans 
and other civilian 
victims of the war. But he 
made no mention of military 
aid. 
Defense 
Secretary 
James 
Schlesinger said Sunday that in 
August, 1973, when Congress 
voted to ban U.S. combat 
activities in Indochina, the 
administration “ stated that if

Communists led by Mao Tse­ 
tting drove Chiang and his 
followers from mainland China 
in 1949 
Peking diplomats said the 
premier probably would main­ 
tain his father's policy of 
hostility to the Communists. As 
recently as last Thursday, the 
younger Chiang vowed never to 
talk peace with the conquerors 
of the mainland. 


Experts see earthquakes 
following 'domino theory' 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - 
Earthquakes may follow the 
domino theory, scientists say, 
with one major quake trigger­ 
ing another. 
Approximately 1,200 seismo­ 
logists, geologists and other 
earth scientists discussed the 
recurrence and relationships of 
earth tremors during a recent 
three-day conference at Cal 
State Los Angeles. 
“ It seems that there is more 
structure to the occurrence of 
earthquakes, at least in the 
Pacific,” 
said 
Michael 
A. 
Chinnery, leader qf the applied 
seismology group at the Massa­ 
chusetts 
Institute of 
Tech­ 
nology’s Lincoln Laboratory. 
According 
to 
Chinnery, 
sometimes "the whole Pacific 
plate is moving as a unit, so 
that when something happens 
in 
Alaska, 
something 
else 
happens some other place. ” 
For example, a huge tremor 
that rattles Japan could trigger 
another large quake in Peru, 
Mexico, California or some 
other place on the edge of the 
Pacific basin. 
In a study of 8,000 quakes 
with magnitudes between 5.2 
and 6.5 on the Richter scale 
occurring between 1964 and 
1974, Chinnery and M IT scien­ 
tist Thomas E. Landers found 
there was a great deal of 
seismic 
activity 
in 
1964-65. 
There were large earthquakes 
then in Alaska, the Aleutian 
Islands and South America. 
In 
1973-74, 
Japan, 
South 
America and Mexico had the 
same type of movements, but 
between 
those 
periods 
of 


activity seismic incidents were 
fairly low. 
Scientists have generally ac­ 
cepted the theory that earth­ 
quakes are caused 
by the 
slipping and grinding of the 
earth’s continental and oceanic 
plates against each other. 
Dr. Benjamin F. Howell Jr. 
of Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity, told the meeting that 
earthquakes 
recur 
along 
active 
faults 
and 
that 
an 
earthquake large enough to 
damage 
property 
could 
be 
expected within any 30-square 
mile radius of a major fault. 
This could occur, he said, “ on 
the average of once every 100 
years.” 
Large earthquakes, such as 
the devastating 1906 jolt in San 
Francisco, do not recur as 
fre q u e n tly 
as 
sm a lle r 
temblors, Howell said, adding 
that if this theory is correct, 
the recurrence rate would be 
about once every 280 years. 
“ San Francisco has had its 
big earthquake 
for several 
hundred years,” he said, “ but 
Los Angeles hasn’t. But that’s a 
pure guess.” 
Several scientists said they 
considered the 1857 quake that 
hit Bakersfield, Calif., about 
100 miles north of here, to be 
Los Angeles’ equivalent of San 
Francisco’s 
big 
quake, 
but 
Howell disagreed. 
Most of the scientists did 
agree, however, that pressure 
is building up in the San 
Andreas Fault between Bakers­ 
field 
and 
the 
U.S.-Mexico 
border and that another large 
quake is inevitable.

Nixon’s White House. 
Today it blocks Ford from 
sending U.S. troops, planes or 
warships 
to

Vietnam or Cambodia. 
In a 1973 interview, Ford is 
qpoted as saying Nixon appar­ 
ently misunderstood while furi­ 
ous White House aides tried 
unsuccessfully to get Ford to 
retract the proposal. 
The transcript was released 
by publishers of “ Inside the 
House,” a book to be released 
next week. Its author, former 
U PI reporter Daniel Rapoport, 
interviewed Ford a week after 
the House passed the ban in 
June, 1973. 
At that time, U.S. war planes 
were bombing Cambodia in the 
only U.S. military action in 
Southeast 
Asia. 
Congress 
proposed to halt that bombing 
immediately and attached the 
ban to a spending bill important 
to the administration. 
In the interview, Ford said he 
proposed —in Nixon’s name — 
to ban further U.S. military 
involvement in “ all of South­ 
east Asia” after Aug. 15, 1973. 
He said the aim was to get the 
spending bill passed and permit 
U.S. m ilitary efforts in Cam­ 
bodia 
to 
continue 
for 
an 
additional six weeks rather 
than ending immediately.

U.S. Army sergeant, spent four 
days aboard the ship Trans 
Colorado 
during 
its 
recent 
rescue 
operation. 
He 
said 
mothers “ by the hundreds” 
tried to give their infants away. 
“ They didn’t want to part 
with their children,” Davis 
said 
“ It 
w as 
sheer 
desperation 
They 
couldn’t 
even feed themselves 
How 
could 
they 
care 
for 
the 
children?” 
Davis said babies were bom, 
lived briefly and died on the 
Trans Colorado, which carried 
refugees 
—most 
of 
them 
soldiers —fleeing Quang Tri, 
Hue and Da Nang 
The ship took the passengers 
to Nha Trang, Cam Ranh Bay 
and Vung Tau 
“ 1 spent 22 years in the 
Army, fought m two wars, 
Korea and Vietnam, and 1 have 
never seen suffering like the 
suffering I saw on that ship and 
among the refugees in some of 
the places we stopped,” Davis 
said 
“ The refugees fought for just 
a drink of water The crew dug 
into its limited provisions and 
cooked up 600 liters of rice 
soup, using hamburger and 
other meat and vegetables. 
They 
were almost mobbed 
when they tried to serve it.” 
When refugees arrived in 
Cam Ranh Bay, Davis said, 
“ there wasn’t anything for 
them, not even a piece of bread 
or a drink of water.” 
He said the 37-man crew of 
the 
ship 
"performed 
mag 
nificently " 
“ They just performed mira­ 
cles They didn’t even stop to 
eat. Even when they grabbed a 
sandwich from the ship’s mess, 
most of the crewmen just gave 
the sandwiches to some of the 
refugees, many of whom had 
nothing to eat for days. ’ 
Using its salt water conver­ 
sion facilities, the ship pro­ 
duced more than 1 million 
gallons 
of 
water 
for

refugees, many of whom had 
gone without food or water for 
several

before 
being 
picked up by the ship.

He worked tirelessly behind-

to

wartime jailing of Hawaii’s 
large population of Japanese- 
Americans, an effort which 
was never forgotten and which 
gave him a solid base of 
political support.

recession, 
plus 
emergency 
spending bills passed by state 
legislators. 
State Comptroller Bob Bul­ 
lock, in justifying his surplus 
estimate, said, “ I ’m not going 
to go out with a witching rod to 
find something that’s not there. 
If the legislature is going to 
dance this session, somebody’s 
going to have to pay the 
fiddler.” 
In contrast, a lot of states, if 
not prosperous, generally are 
healthy. 
The fuel shortage and rising 


coal prices have helped Ken­ 
tucky and West Virginia both 
keep $125 million surpluses. 
California has an estimated 
$552 million surplus, with hopes 
of holding on to most of it in the 
next budget year. Minnesota 
has an estimated 8400 million 
surplus, and Oklahoma, with 
increasing gas and oil income, 
an estimated $190 million in

Other 
states 
with 
solid 
surpluses and generally healthy 
economies are Montana, Kan­ 
sas, Hawaii, Iowa, Indiana, 
North Dakota and Arkansas 
But for many states, it is a 
fight to find money to pay the 
bills. 
Massachusetts with its high 
unemployment 
and 
sagging 
income faced a deficit that 
could go as high as $425 million 
“ Look, the state is broke, 
dead broke,” said Gov. Michael 
Dukakis. “ When you’re broke 
you can do two things; You can 
go to the taxpayers —who 
themselves are not doing too 
well —and ask them to cough 
up some more. Or you can cut. 
We re going that second route 
just as hard as we can. ..” 
New Jersey has an estimated 
$487 million deficit and must 
find the funds to balance a 
bare-bones 
budget. 
Connecticut, with the highest 
sales tax in the nation —7 per 
cent —has a projected deficit of 
. $90 million

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It’s time to plant terrariums 


By PHIL MOORE 
Now is the time to plant a terrarium 
to enter in Alpha Club’s 53rd annual 
flower show, “Happiness Is” June 28-29. 
Terrariums will 
be judged 
in the 
Artistic 
Gardens 
category 
of 
the 
Specimen Division. Other items in this 
category — size not to exceed 15 inches 
in any direction — are succulent and-or 
cactus planters and all-foliage planters, 
also called 
miniature gardens 
All 
entries in this category must be self 
made at least 60 days before the show. 
A terrarium can be made in almost 
any type of container as long as the 
container is clearly transparent and 
large enough for plants to live and grow, 
The opening must be large enough for 
planting and maintenance, as well as 
having a method for sealing. 
The first terrariums (earch home) 
were brought to the United States as 
containers for plants that had to survive 


long boat trips These cases also led the 
way to the development of many new 
types of greenhouses. A greenhouse is 
really a giant terrarium. 
The constant humidity maintained in a 
terrarium is the secret of its success. 
Good, indirect light with no direct 
sunlight is the rule. Do not use the 
terrarium near a heat outlet 
In the bottom of your container, use 
about V of drainage material — coarse 
sand, 
aquarium 
gravel, 
lava rock, 
broken glass, charcoal chips or any 
number of other coarse materials. 
Next you will need a thin layer of peat 
moss, sphagnum moss or dead leaves. 
The reason for using charcoal chips is so 
as not interfere with roots when you are 
planting; also it sweetens the soil, 
keeping it from smelling sour 
Finally you will need a layer of soil in 
the container. If you buy packaged 
potting soil, add some peat moss and 


sand. 
Now you have a home for plants. 
There are hundreds of plants that will do 
well in your terrarium Check your local 
florist, grocery or woodland areas for 
your plants. Do not overcrowd; even 
though the plants look small when 
planted, they will grow Some of the 
plants may need slight pruning to fit 
your landscape plan. 
Now — to water your terrarium. For 
an eight inch container about six 
tablespoons of water is enough to keep it 
going for a month. Spray water on with a 
mister such as a window cleaner bottle. 
Use an artist's brush to clean up any soil 
on plants. After watering and placing 
the top on terrarium, put it in a low light 
area for a couple of days. After two days 
rest, give the terrarium a good cleaning 
with a paper towel, wipe out all 
condensation and place the terrarium 
where it is to be enjoyed.

WASHINGTON (UPI > — For 
the first time, Congress will try 
to drop its haphazard spending 
methods and set an overall goal 
for the federal budget. This 
year it will be a deficit. 
President 
Ford 
gave 
his 
version 
a 
week 
ago 
on 
television 
After signing into 
law a tax cut larger than he 
wanted, he stood before a chart 
and, with a graphic sweep of 
the arm, drew the line on a 
deficit of |60 billion. 
He said neither he nor the 
economy could stand for more. 
Until now. Congress spent 
money without consideration of 
an overall total or its effect on 
the economy. Only at the end of 
a fiscal year could the size of 
the resulting deficit be seen. 
But last year. Congress voted 
to fix spending and deficit (or 
surplus) totals in advance. 
Starting today, the House and 
Senate 
Budget 
Committees, 
chaired by Rep. Brock Adams, 
D-Wash., and Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, D Maine, will draft 
resolutions proposing spending 
and deficit targets. The Demo­ 
crats who control Congress are 
almost certain to vote for more

Emergency medical system 
may have saved 30 babies 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
An emergency medical system 
probably saved the lives of 
more than 30 babies aboard 
Saturday 
night’s 
474 
airlift 
from Saigon to San Francisco. 


“It was a pretty awesome 
sight, to walk into a 747 jet 
where there was a line of 
babies in baskets as far as the 
eye can see,” said Dr. Mark 
Oscherwitz, head of the Or- 
phans Airlift medical team at 
San Francisco’s Presidio. 
“When we first got them, the 
children were dry and lethargic 
—after all, they had been in a 
basket in the air for hours and 
hours. By giving them nourish­ 
ment overnight, they bounced 
right back. They are remarka­ 
bly résiliant and have settled 
back into their normal infant 
routines.” 
Under 
plans 
set 
up 
by 
volunteer medical staff, Dr. 
Oscherwitz and his team of 
doctors and nurses boarded the 
je t 
immediately 
after 
it 
touched 
ground 
at 
San 
Francisco 
Airport. 
They 
searched out the severely ill 
children. 
“ Some 
were 
profoundly 
dehydrated, 
some 
were 
in 
shock,” said Dr. Alex Stalcoup 
of the University of California 
Medical Center. 
“Thirty-one 
who 
were 
taken 
off 
were 
considered acutely ill.” 
Babies 
aboard 
and 
those 
believed to be severely ill or 
dehydrated were rushed by 
ambulance to nearby hospitals. 


Doctors 
began 
intravenous 
feedings of fluids enroute. 
The dehydration was caused 
by diarrhea, high fever and 
inadequate 
supplies on 
the 
plane, he said. During the flight 
doctors ran out of bottles of 
fluid to supply babies stricken 
with diarrhea. 
“It’s one thing for an adult to 
lose a couple of ounces of water 
but it makes a difference for a 
baby 
weighing 
only 
seven 
pounds,” Dr. Oschewitz said. 
But Dr. Oscherwitz would not 
recommend that more medical 
facilities be put on evacuation 
planes. 
“ It would have to be a 
hospital plane and it would 
mean leaving several hundred 
children behind,” he said. 
One physician and one nurse 
rode on each of the 25 buses in 
the convoy which brought the 
children to their temporary 
boarding site at Harmon Hall, a 
reserve training center where 
1,550 children's aspirins. 120 
thermometers and 600,000 shots 
of penicillin were on hand. 
About 200 physicians had 
poured into the medical center 
during the cold, rainy evening 
—young women in white coats, 
stethoscope bulging from a 
pocket, 
doctors 
with 
afro 
hairdoos toating black bags, 
and 
white-haired 
suburban 
pediatricians in dark suits. 
Once inside the center, the 
orphans 
were 
fingerprinted, 
footprinted, photographed, un­ 
derwent a complete medical 


examination, 
and 
received 
their first possession in the 
United 
States 
-th e ir 
own 
medical file. 


Some of those same volun­ 
teers who had carried the 
children from the airplane soon 
were huddled in an ambulance 
for the ride to a local hospital 
In all, 47 were hospitalized but 
none of the Saturday arrivals 
were in critical condition by 
Sunday evening 


Some children have “ more or 
less minor 
or

grade” 
problems and about 95 per cent 
of the 280 children coming to 
the center are expected to be 
on their way to their new 
families within two days.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) — 
Billionaire 
Howard 
Hughes 
sought to continue the war in 
Vietnam until he could he 
recover losses in his helicopter 
program, the Las Vegas Sun 
reported today. 
The Sun said it confirmed the 
report with two former Hughes 
aides 
—one-time 
Nevada 
operations 
manager 
Robert 
Maheu and former “ scientific 
adviser” John Meier. 


“ I would never have dis­ 
closed this voluntarily, but in 
late 1968 or early 1969 Hughes 
wrote a memorandum urging 
that we exert our influence to 
continue the Vietnam war in 
order to recoup Hughes' losses 
on the L.O. (light observa- 
tionary) helicopter program,” 
Maheu was quoted as saying by 
the Sun. 
"I found the memorandum 
incredible and offensive and I 
did nothing about it,” said 
Maheu. 


Meier, who lives in a suburb 
of Vancouver, B.C., confirmed 
he had seen one memorandum 
dealing with the helicopter 
program and the Vietnam war 
He said that the memo was 
sent 
to Maheu 
by Hughes 
suggesting that Maheu “ should 
get 
to 
our 
friends 
in 
Washington and see what could 
be done about keeping the war 
in “ Vietnam going” to benefit 
the 
Hughes 
helicopter 
program.

Comic 
versions 
to end 


NEW YORK (U P I) — For 30 
years, students who faced a 
last-minute book report often 
turned to comics. 
Many who lacked the time or 
inclination to read full books 
were saved by the Classics 
Illustrated versions of such 
masterpieces as “ The Three 
Musketeers,” “ Moby Dick,” 
“ The 
Scarlet 
Letter,” 
or 
“ Huckleberry Finn ” 
That’s all coming to an end 
The 
publisher 
of 
Classics 
Illustrated 
stopped 
printing 
new editions in March, 1972. 
Some 800 million copies of 
Classics comics have been sold 
in two dozen languages. The 
last 200,000 copies are now 
being distributed, and those 
, will be exhausted within two 
I years. 
“ It’s just too expensive,” 
• says M. Declan Bransfield III, 
publisher of Twin Circle Books 
in New York, which took over 
distribution of Classics Illus­ 
trated from the original pub­ 
lishers in 1969 
Bransfield cites rising costs. 
Unable to insert advertising 
without disturbing the original 
Classics plates, the company 
decided to stop publication. 


The new editions sell for 39 
cents a copy, but old ones are 
collectors’ items. 
“ The first edition of the 
Three Musketeers’ goes for 
around $30,” says Ed Summer, 
owner of the Supersnipe Comic 
Book Emporium in Manhattan. 
“ Collectors are most of the 
market, but every once in a 
while we get a kid who wants to 
crib on an English test.” 
Summer says he has sold 
about a half-dozen sets of the 
original drawings on which a 
particular comic was based for 
“ between $300 and $600” each. 
There are 61 of the original 
169 titles left, and most of those 
will go to school systems. 
Bransfield says schools *in 
rural 
areas 
are 
the 
best 
customers because they do not 
generally 
have 
salesmen 
calling and are therefore more 
likely to deal by mail order. 
“ We tried all the big city 
schools in the East. That was 
very poor,” says Bransfield. 
“ We tried all the rural schools. 
We got twice as many orders. 
On one day, orders for 
Classics were received from 
schools in towns such as North 
Branch, Mich.; Milner, Ga.; 
M ill Bridge, Maine; Fall City, 
Tex.; Versailles, Ind.; and 
Westfield, N.C. 
Some teachers use Classics 
Illustrated for slow readers 
while “ others say they use it 
for precocious kids who have a 
lot on the ball but looking at a 
page of type doesn’t excite 
them,” Bransfield said. “ The 
teachers trick them into lear­ 
ning. They give them a comic 
book. 
“ For every kid who did it as 
an instant book report there 
were probably thousands intro­ 
duced to adult literature for the 
first time,” Bransfield said.

Aid — our opportunity 


A battle has been raging in 
Congress and in the White 
House for the past several 
months over whether or not 
the United States should give 
additional 
military 
aid 
to 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. 
It seems the question is about 
to become moot as both of 
those

are approaching the end of 
their respective wars. 
A 
far 
more 
worthwhile 
question should now be on the 
minds and tongues of all 
Congressional representatives 
and White House personnel, 
that being how much we 
should

restoration and rehabilitation 
of Southeast Asia. Considering 
our 
responsibility 
in 
the 
matter of all the billions of 
dollars of damage done to that 
area of the world, our portion 
should not be small. Nor 
should it be governed by who 
the eventual winner in those 
wars might be, if in fact one 


could discern the winners 
from the losers. 
The

H & Ocean by Harry Crompe 


It was big news a few weeks back — 
the invasion of the birds in Kentucky and 
elsewhere —and now, it appears, Santa 
Barbara County may be facing the same 
problem. 


Farmers in Santa 
Barbara County wish 
the birds would go 
away. The birds — 
principally starlings, 
blackbirds, 
linnets 
and 
goldfinches 
— 
have become a serious 
threat to crops with 
the annual 
lo ss 
estimated 
at 
$2 7 
million, according to 
Assistant Agricultural 
Commissioner Ronald 
Gilman. 


"They go after a wide variety of 
products — grapes, seed crops, flowers, 
vegetables and strawberries,” Gilman 
recently told the Council of California 
Growers. “They even harass feed lot 
operators by eating and tainting grain to 
be fed to cattle.” 


The bird invasion has become a major 
problem the past few years because of 
increase in acreage of crops that attract 
them. 
"For instance, in 1969, there were only 
175 acres of grapes planted in the 
county. Now there are 6,500,” Gilman 
declared. 
In the case of grapes, starlings will 
perch on a vine and eat the whole berry. 
Linnets will peck at the fruit, leaving it 
ragged. The juice will run down and 
make the whole bunch moldy. 
A flock of blackbirds wiped out a 
whole field of sugar beet seedlings. "It 
took them only two days and the grower 
had to plant all over again,” Gilman 
said. 
Goldfinches invade strawberry fields, 
carefully picking the seeds off the 
berries. "This doesn’t ruin the fruit at 
first, but causes it to grow misshapen 
and 
affects 
the 
taste,” 
Gilman 
commented. 
To get rid of the flying pests, farmers 
have tried several non-lethal means,

including loud explosions that frighten 
them away. "They’re smart,” Gilman 
explained.. "Once they are scared away 
they don’t return to that field.” 
There is also an electronic gadget 
called "Avalarm, ” which makes the 
birds nervous and uncomfortable. 
Some growers go to the expense of 
placing nets over their grapes, he said. 


As a last resort, lethal means are 
used. In some cases, birds are decoyed 
into a trap and later destroyèd, and in 
other situations, toxic bait is used. "This 
kind of thing is done with extreme care 
to avoid hurting any other birds except 


those causing the problem,” Gilman 
explained. 
Bird damage is not uncommon to 
agriculture, 
but 
Gilman 
told 
the 
growers that statistics show Santa 
Barbara County has the most serious 
problem 
in 
central 
and 
southern 
California.
